Katifbone , in the which Caluin was choſ? 
fo; one of the chicft by the aduile of all the 
Diuines of Almaigne, where he did ſo be⸗ 
haue himſelfe p his renoume became great 
tuen among the very enimles, and Phillip 
'Pelancthon among others , dw euen then 
reteiut him into ſinguler friendfhip which 
did al wayes laftc atterwarde, and did then 
call him ozdinarilye the Diuine, in token or 
finguler honoꝛ. In the meane time p Loꝛd 
did execute his iudgements at Ceneua, pu⸗ 
niching certaine which beyng in the place of 
&pndique. 1535, were the cauſt ol the ba⸗ 
nichement ot Caluin and Farel, in ſuch ſoꝛt 
us one ol them beyng gyltie of aledition , x 
thinking to laue himſelf thozow a window,

(whom it pleaſed to builde his Churche by 


the meanes of that inſtrumente) it had not 
— Uurtohaneepere ro the age 
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trovblesthat were in the Frenche 
th , which was newlye reteiued in to 
that towne: at the retourne of thys long t 
trauaylſome vopage, he had a tercia feuer, 
very ſharpe, which was as it wert the firſt 
puſhe at hys health: in ſuch ſoꝛte that in the 
peare of our health. 1555. her was allayled 
with a long and perillous feuer quartane, 
during the which, to his great griet, he was 
enfozced to abſtame from both pꝛeaching 
and reading: but he was neuer vnoccu⸗ 
pyed in his houſe , what counſell ſo euer 
me gaue him in ſoꝛt that during that time, 
Hee began and ended his laſt Chꝛiſtian inſti⸗ 
tution both in Latin and in French, wher⸗ 
of wee will ſpcake in the concluſion. Thys 
ſickneſle bꝛought him ſo lowe, that neuer 
afterward he coulde recouer his full health, 
he dꝛewe euer afterwarve hys right legge 
after him, which oftentimes did greatly 
greeue him: his auncient diſeaſes put them 
in oꝛder alſo:to wit, the head ache, and great 
rawneffes which cauſed a continnall de⸗ 
flurion :he was alſo greued with the He⸗ 
moꝛthoides, ſo much the moze in that that 
at ſome other time by chance that part was 
made verye weake: the cauſe was fo2 that 
he ncuer luttcred his minde to reſt. De had 
a 
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acontinuall vnperfec digeſtion , wherunts 
he neuer gaue any heede,but when the dif- 
eaſe compelled him. The colliques alſo fo- 
lowed, and then in the ende the goute and 
the reaſt.
